Was this year’s session of the TE 
nois General Assembly a do-nothing 
session, as it has been frequently 
characterized in the press? 

We believe the answer to this 
question is no, It was a confusing 
session and one devoid of big, excit- 
ing issues, Ih was marked by a lot of 
petty bickering and name calling, 
particularly between the Republican 
leadership and Gov. Dan Walker; 
and, once again, the legislators 
failed to meet deadlines they set for 
themselves, so there was a ridicu- 
Yous crush at the, end whith 
stretched the session two days be- 
yond quitting time, 

However, some essential legisla- 
tion was passed in addition to appro- 
priations, Some examples: 

— A good bill creating a 17-mem- 
ber appointed state board of educa- 
tion was approved, The Constitution 


of 1970 had mandated such a board, © 


but the General Assembly had failed 
in 1971 and 1972 to agree on a method 
for establishing the board. This time 
both houses agreed on setting up a 
board appointed by the governor 
with members selected on a regional 
basis, This gives adequate time for 
the board to be appointed and to get 
into full operation before it has to 
choose a new state school superin- 
tendent, replacing the appointed su- 
perintendent, in January, 19TS. 

— Two bills were passed to estab- 
lish a state board of elections, giving 
Gov, Walker a choice of either a five 
mémber board made up of two 
members of each major party and 

* ene independent, or a four-member 
board, consisting of two members 
from each major party with disputes 
settled by drawing of lots, It is im- 
portant to get such a board estab- 
lished this year to supervise next 
year's elections. 

— Measures providing medical 
standards for performance of abor- 
tions were approved. This was much 
needed because a Supreme Court 
decision had voided previous Ilinois 
laws on the subject and without 
‘some new state legislation the way 

. would have been open for setting up 


any kind of abortion mill operations 
in the state, 

— A new school aid formula was 
approved and state aid to schools 
was boosted hy about $245 million for 
the next fiscal year — with the in- 
erease subject, of course, to the gov. 
ernor’s amendatory veto powers. 

— A state Department on the 
Aging would be created hy one of the 
bills passed, so a single state depart: 
ment would handle programs for 
and problems of elderly persons in, 
the state, There's still a question 
whether Walker will sign this bill, 
decause it was proposed by Lt. Gov. 
Neil Hartigan, with whom the gover- 
nor has feuded, and it replaces a 
commission which the governor 
abolished. 

Tt remains to be seen how many of 
the enacted bills are signed int law 
by the governor. 

This is particularly the question in 
regard to one of the most consequen- 
tial bills passed, the half-cent cut in 
the state sales tax. 

As it turned out, the two biggest is- 
sues of the session — certainly the 
two which took the most time and at- 
tention of the legislative leadership 
and the governor — were the Chica~ 
go metropolitan area transit author- 
ity and tax relief, and the two were 
ted together, 

‘The transit question was not re- 
solved, so this obviously was one of 
the major failures of the session, 

Tax relief which was voted, the 
half-cent cut in sales tax, was not 
what Gov. Walker asked for, He 
wanted to increase the individual in- 
come tax exemption by $400, which 
would give every person a $10 in- 
come tax cut, but the Republicans in 
the legislature wouldn't go along 
with that. So, the governor's choice 
now is to sign the sales tax cut or 
veto it and provide no tax relief. 

On balance, it was not the least 
productive of sessions nor the most 
productive. From the average citi- 
zen’s point of view, however, it may 
have been one of the better sessions 
because of one thing — it didn’t raise 
anybody's taxes.
